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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim1/6/05 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5,6,9,11-18,23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ahmad et al (Physiologia Plantarum, 1987, 69(1), 137-40). Ahmad 
teaches a method of applying 4-chloroindole-3-acetic acid to pea cuttings (shoot, leaf) in 
order to promote root growth. It is inherent that the 4-CI-IAA would be administered to 
the cuttings in a carrier (solvent). See abstract. 

Ahmad teaches all that is recited in the claims except for the invention 
comprising the instant amount of 4-CI-IAA and an automated sprinkling system or 
sprayer. One having ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to determine 
the optimum concentration of 4-CI-IAA. One would have been expected to do this in 
order to make the most effective invention for promoting root growth of rootless plant 
cuttings. With respect to the delivery of the composition as a spray, the prior art uses 
various methods to deliver chemicals to plant cuttings including the spraying. 

Claims 5,6,9,11,15-18,20,23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Katayama (Bioscience, Biotechnology, and Biochemistry, 
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Department, 2000, 64(4) 808-15). Katayama teaches a method of applying 4- 
chloroindole-3-acetic acid to cuttings in order to promote root growth. It is inherent that 
the 4-CI-IAA would be administered to the cuttings in a carrier (solvent). See abstract. 

Katayama teaches all that is recited in the claims except for the invention 
comprising the instant amount of 4-CI-IAA and an automated sprinkling system or 
sprayer. One having ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to determine 
the optimum concentration of 4-CI-IAA. One would have been expected to do that in 
order to make the most effective invention for promoting root growth of rootless plant 
cuttings. With respect to the delivery of the composition as a spray, the prior art uses 
various methods to deliver chemicals to plant cuttings including the spraying. 

Claim Objection 

Claims 7,8,10,13,22,21,24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not teach or 
suggest the limitations of the instant claims.
